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Eader, Think it not ſtrange if I preſent you. with the 
memorable Life and Aitions of a Perſon, ſo well known in- 

ſilent in ether Countreys, eſpecially ſirice he has been advancet* 
to be a Chief Miniſter of State, and fate as it were ſteering at the 
Helm of Government. Various indeed are the Changes of world. 
ly Afﬀairs, and the Aftions of Humane. Life, which, have been 
more particularly exemplified in the Riſe and Fall of the Perſon, 
the ſubject of this Diſcourſe ; who from - almoſt a- mean obſcu- 
rity, ſoar'd to the lofty Pyramid of Honour ; where, for a while, 
like an unfixed Starr, he appeared to the Eyes of the wonder- 
ing Nation, giving an imperfect luſtre ; 'till by the ſudden turn 
and change of unſteady Fortune, he dropt headlong from his 
Sphere, and loſt at once. his Grandeur and his Power. To let 
Mankind ſee how little truſt there'is to be given to the ſmiles of 
flattering Greainef,, eſpecially whed attained by violent and preſ- 


this great Kingdom: And hy ace het Fame has not been 
all 
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{ing motions : I gow proceed to rrace this unfortunate Favourite 
in the ſundry Capacities 2nd Stations that have bitherto. mad 
up» the ſeries of his Life. - 

- He was Born at Afor, near Wrexam, in Denbigh-ſbire, inIV ales, 
about the Year 1648. His Fathers Name was —— Fefferies, be- 
ing reputed a Gentleman in that Countrey, though of no large 
Fortune or Eſtate ; however he lived very comfortably on what 
he had, improviag his yearly Income by his Induſtry ; and gain'd 
by his plain.ane honeſt Endeavours a good repute amongſt the 
Gentry of thoſe Parts; inſomuch that it was not long before he, 
vpon the recommendation of ſome Perſon of Intereſt and Abili- 
ty, gain'd a Wife of a good Houle; and they lived very comfor- 
tably rogether in their r«ral Habitation, being far from Ambirti- 
on, or ſtriving for Court-favour ; but contented with what God 
had bleſſed them with, and the fruits of their own Indultry, they 
found 'a ſolid Happineſs in that Conteatment. Nor had they 
lived together any conſiderable time, but amongſt other Chil- 
dren, the fruits of Wedlock, God was pleaſed to beſtow on 
them the Perſon who is intended the ſbje# of this Diſcourſe, who 
was in due time Baptized by the Chriſtian Name of George ; whe- 
ther he had Gol. father &c. it does not occurr ; however he un- 
der the care and diligence of his induſtrious Parents grew up, 
and appear'd to all that tudyed him, of a very prompt and rea- 
dy Wit, ative, and ſtriving for Preeminency, even among his 
Compeers in his tender Age, which lively demonſtrated that an 
Air of Ambition was inherent to his Perſon. 

As ſoon as he was capable to receive Learning, he was put to 
a Countrey School, where he was furni with ſuch Education 
as that afforded, which was not extraortlinary ; yet his natural 
Parts ſet it off to the beſt Advantage ; and growing to Years of 
ſomewhat a ripe underſtanding, and not very traftable, his Father 
by the Advice of ſome of his Confidents, cauſed him tobe brovght 
ts Zondon ; and finding him not inclinable to any Trade, but rat 
addidted to Study, he entered him, or by his Procurement he was 
entred into the Free-School of Weftminſter,where he profited much; 
fo that he was by the care of the worthy Maſter thereof foon en- 
abled to underſtand the Languages, or at leaſt ſo many of them 
as. were convenient for the ſtudy of the Law, which above _ 

things 
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things he aimed at ; tho his Father ſeemed not very plyable to 
his deſires; for perceiving in- his Sonl a more' than ordinary 
ſpark, of Ambition, fearing it might kindle into a flame, and prove 

one day his ruine, he laboured to hinder-the ways he conceiv'd 
moſt likely to bring it' upon him; and is reported to ſay ( when 
he found he could not diflwade him from what he purpoſed, gent- 
ly clapping him on the back, ) 4b George, George, / fear thou 
wilt dye wth thy-Shooer and Stockings on : Whai he meant by "that 

Expreſſion, I determine not, but leave the Reader to Interpret. 

Upon the Coming in of King Charles the 24, and the reſtoring 
the Face of Aﬀairs in the Kingdom, the Law reviv'd again, and 
began to flouriſh ; the Pradtitioners liv'd in much Credit and Re- 
putation, and many of them purchaſed large Eſtates, which ſer- 
ved to wing the delire of this Perſon” with Impatience ; and 
ſome ſay he was the rather incited to it by a Dream he had whilſt 
a Schollar at Weſtminſter School, viz. That he ſhould be the chief Schol- 
lar in that School, and afterward ſbould enrich bimfelf by Study and In. 
duſtry, and that be ſhould come to be the ſecond Man in the Kingdom; 
but in concluſion, ſhould fall into great diſgrace and miſery : This is 
confidently reported ; and ſome ſay himſelf told it to ſundry 
Perſons, fince when he found the ſecond part of it was fulfilled, 
by acquiring the Chancellowſvip, and ſtanding high in the Favour 
of his Prince. 

However, we find the latter part did- not deterr him. from 
his purpoſe ; for having enter'd himſelf in the /nner-Temple Houſe, 
one of the chief Inns of Court, after his performing ſuch things 
as are conformable to the Caſtoms of the Houſe, we find him 
call'd to the Barr, by the Intereſt he made with the Benchers and 
Heads of that learned Society, earlier than had been uſual, leap- 
ing over the Heads of elder Graduates. 

This happening about the twentieth Year of the Reign of Kin 
Charles the 24. and the City of London beginning to raiſe her ſe 
out of her aſhes, more ſtately and magnificent than before ſhe 
ſank in flames, a Sacrifice to the Revenge and Malice of the Pa- 
piſts, as by the late Inſcription on the Monoment, . and upon Re- 
cord it appears: This great City 1-ſay, regaining her Trade, 
her Privitedges and Cuſtoms were kept up with great exaQtaeſs, 
io that in the Courts at A there was much buſtneſs ; which 
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being conſider'd by this Perſon as more beneficial than that at Weſtminſter, by rea- 
fon ch its frequency, and being carryed'oii briefer, and with lefs difficuley ; which 
induced him to give his Attendanze, as alſo at Hixes-Hall, and other inferiour 
Courts and Places ; inſomuch that he being of a bold Preſence, and having natural- 
ly a fluent Tongue, an audible .Voice, and good Urtterance, he had not Þ 
often before he was very much taken Notice of ; and gain'd ſo much Credit with 
the People, that they preferr'd him before any of the younger jort of Barriſters; 
by which means he found his lucky Starrs begin to ſmile upon him ; {6 that He 
was in a manner Courted to take Fees, and had 'Breyiates thruſt into bis Hanki 
frequently in the middle of a Cauſe by Perſons, when they perceived it went ill 
on their tides, and was like to go againſt them. | 
Thus flufb'd with Succeſs, he now thought of nothing more than how he might 
climb; nor did he want an Opportuaity,, for the next Station we find him -in, is 
that of Common Serjeant, to the great and honourable City of London ; and ſo much 
Fortune fayour'd him at this time, that Alderman Feffcrys the Frear Smoaker, ha- 
ving often obſerv'd his Diſcourſe and Aftions, took ſuch a liking to him, that 
beipg of the ſame -Name, though not in the leaſt any Relation, he back'd him 
with his Purſe and Intereſt, which was not inconſiderable ; and thereby not only 
enabled him to carry on his Grandeur, but to purchaſe as he found a convenien- 
cy or advantage, in order to his keeping it up.in the World.

of Honour, to contraQ a firmer alhance, he Addrefſed himſelf to a brizk young 
Widow, Daughter to Sir Tho, Bloedworth, then one of the Aldermen of the City ;

L:rd Mayor ; and ſofar prevail'd upon the Lady and her Father, that he gain'l both 
their Conſents, and the Contraft was made, the Nuptials ſokemnized ; 4nd ſcon 
after ke had the pleaſure to behold the fruits of bis Labour. Sir Fobn Howel the Recorder 


of London giving place, the Recorderſhip became vacant, which made this Perſon + 


lay. hold of that Opportunity, to uſe his own and the Intereſt of his Friends, -to 
acquire that Place of Truſt and Honour ; nor did his Meaſures fail .him, for by 
the powerful influence he had by this time gain'd over ſundry Perſons, who were 
beſt able to promote him to what he fo earneſtly Iabour'd to arrive at, he was 
Choſen and Confirm'd Recorder of the Honourable City ; taking upon him the 
Charge andCare of the Writings, Papers, &'«. that belong to ſo-great a Charge 
and Truſt, as that of a Recorder of the ar of London. 

By this means being become ( as himlelf declar'd ) The Mouth of the City, and 
as we may term him, Capital Judge in the Guild-Hall, in Controverſies at the 


Seffions held there, &c. and the Power of breathing forth Sentences of Puniſh- - 


ment being put into his hands, he found his Ambition enlarg'd, airing at nothing 
more than to become a Court-Favourite: Nor was it long before an Opportunity 
offer'd it ſelf, to mak= him to be taken notice of ; for 1o it happened that ſome 
Perſons had imprinted a Pſalter, and Entituled it ( the better tro ſhadow the In-

About this time the Popiſh Plot being &ſcover'd by Dr. Oztrand others, the Na- 
tion was for a while in a Ferment, and matters run extreamly high in Diſputes an4 
Controverſies, and he fat!'d with the Current, declaring with mach heat-and vio- 
lence-againſt the Prieſts, Jeſuits, and others of the Conſpirators and Romiſh Fa- 
Ction ; as appeared not only by his velſement Expreſſions in pleading againſt them, 
but the alaerſty 'and little Concern that was viſtble in his Countenance, when at 
any time as Recorder of London he paſſed Sentence of Death upon any of them ; 
which he frequently did with more or leſs of Reproach, and nn, in a man- 
ner the Terror of that Party. But no ſooner he perceived the Wind tacking ar 
Court, and that there was ſome miſ-underſtanding between K. Charles II. and his 
Parliament, but he began to fall off and grow co!d in'Profecuting the Ends of 
the Government, being frequently at Court, and labouring as much as in him 
lay to draw the Magiſtracy of the City after him, as appears more eſpecially by 
one Paſſage, viz. The King being recovered of an Indiſpoſition, that had4or ſome 
time put the Kingdoms in a fear and doubt of his Life, -the Lord Mayor and A- 
dermen went to Congratulate him upon his going abroad ; fer which, and a fa- 
vourable Receprion, 1t was propoſed by this Perſon that-they ſhould in the like

Sunday alſo was ſpent in Liſting, and Afonday Morning ; but in 
the Afternoon we Marched out of Lime for Axmirfer, a little 
Town four Mile off, our Party was near 2000 Foot,and 300 Horſe, 
though we Landed not full a hundred Men, and all theſe in the 
pace of four days : About two Miles from. Lime we eſpied the 
Duke of Albermarle, with about 40co Men, deſigning that Night 
to Quarter in the fame Town, which we had News of on the 
Way ; yet we March'd on in good Order, and came into the 
Town, lined all Hedges, Planted our Field- Pieces, and expect- 
ed nothing more than that we ſhould give them Battle, they be- 
ing not an Exgl:ſb Mile from the Town ; they made towards us ag 
ſoon as they heard that we were there ; but the Duke of Albemarle 
finding his Men to be all 47 L 1T 7 4-Men of the County of 
Devonſbire, and that they had no Stomach to fight agaiglt 40 N- 
MOUTH, Retreated, when he came within a quarter of an En- 
gliſu Mile of the Town. He, came from Exon with theſe Forces, 
intending to lay a Siege againſt Lime, preſuming we could not 
be ready in fo ſhort a time z but finding us fo well prepared to 
receive him, he wiſely Retired his Men, being in great Diſorder 
and Confuſion, ſuppoſing we had purſaed them, which was Deb-- 
ted.; but the Duke ſaid, It was nor his buſineſs ro fight yet, till bis 
Men bad been a little Diſciplin*d, but rather to make np into the 
Country 4s faſt as poſſible, ro meet his Friends, not queſtionzng, but 
there would have beep in ſeveral Parts of the Kingdom ſome Attion, 
#n the News of bis Succeſs ;, but this in the end prov'd fatal to us ' 
for had we but followed them, we had had all their Arms, ſeye- 
ral more Men, and might have March'd in two days with little or 
no Oppoſition, to the very Gares of Exon, the Coutty: Troppe 
reſolving notto fight us ; and ſeyerat came to us that Night with 
their Arms. But miſſing this Opportiaitye we March'd on for 
Tannton, Lodging at feverat ſmall Towns by the way, which ſtill 
received us as kindly'as poſſible, atd all the way met with the 
loud Acclamations of fi : Country, Praying God to ſucceed our

where we. wore to frineaf Ship, and ſet orth Il 
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time of the Civil War with Spain, being as we then were, in dif 
pair of making better Terms, and not daring to enter Salubary 
Plain, becauſe their Horſe being fo much berter then ours; - their 
Men being all Diſciplin'd, ours not, we. could not Face them in 
ſo plain and open a Country, ſd that we retreated backward, in 
the mean time reſolving to ſee what London would do, having a 
gocd an opportunity offered them : The Soldiers being called 
forth, and not two thouſand Men to be had for their defence if 
they had but attempted any thing ; this diſheartned out Men, and 
ſeveral of them come home to their own Country, having felt 
by experience the hardſhips of War, 'withdrew from us.: - 
We came well back again to Bridgwater,and were received with 
wonted Love; we arrived here on Friday the 3d. of Fuly, and 
reſolved here to Fortifie ſo as to hold our ground till we heard 
from Lox4onr. Saturday.in the Afternoon News was brought 6f 
the Approach of the Kingy Forces within 2 Mile and a half of the 
Town where they had Egcamped, the Duke went up into the 
Tower and there took a yiew of them, and ſeeing them fo care- 
leſs, and their Horſe at ſome diftance from the Army, in a little 
Town, the Infantry being in S:dge Moore. He called a Conncel 
on it» and it, was concluded on, rhat we ſhould fall on them in 
thedead of the Night, accordingly having a Guide to condut us 
QN in a private way» we Marchr out about Eleven of the Clock in 
the Night, and about one fell on chem in their Tents. There was 
a Ditch between us,and the Guide promiſed to condutt them over 
an eafie formable Place, but oar Men ſeeing the Enemy juſt before: 
them, ran furiouſly.on and loft rhe Gvide, ſo that while they en- 
deavored to recover orer that place the Enemy got on their Legs, 
and, put themſelves in Order, and now begay as fierce a Battle as 
perhaps ever was fought Jn Fagtend in fo ſhore _a-tigte, our Foot 
fought as well as ever Foot fought, but not a Hor came up ; had 
our Horſe but aſliſted, we muſt have beaten then out of the Field.” 
But our Harjes would not ſtand at the noiſe of Drums and Guns,

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Rear, the day had been our 0wn, but God, would not haverit;their 
time was iiot then come : By this tive their. Horſes came up; and 
baving fix or eight hundred good diſciplined Men, well Mounted 
and well Arm'd, ours neither; our Foot having ſhot away al 
their Ammunition, and our Baggage being not then in che Field, 
they were forced to Retreat, being all in Confuſion. | 

Having no Mony left, and our Party thus unexpeCedly repul- 
ſed, the Duke ſeeing he could not hold it any longer, Fled with 
my Lord Gray. . 

- The Dukes Party was ſaid to be about three thouſand Foot, 
and a thouſand Horſe. we had more, at leaſt five ' thouſand Men 
and Florſe, but not well Arm*d, yet in the Field. . *Tis faid we 
loſt not above three hundred, and they Foot z, but after when we 
were routed in our retreat loſt a yaſt many more; tho they pur- 
ſued not in ſome hours after. 

The moſt remarkable Perſons that were taken in this rotal 
Rout, were.Collonel Holmes, Major Perrer, the Conſtable of Crook- 
born, and Mr. Will;ams, Servant to the late Duke of Afonmonth. 

After the Field was clear of the Dukes Mens the Earl of Fever- 
- ſham Marched with five hundred Foot and a Party of Horſe and 

Dragoons to Bridgwater, where he found the Dukes Forces that 

were left there, fled and diſperſed into ſeveral Places : When his. 

Lordſhip having left theſe Men in the Town, nader the Com. 
mand of Callonel Xirk, and hearing the Jate Duke of Mfonmenth 
was fled with about fifty Horſe, the, greateſt number ofthe Dukes: 
Men that were left together, he ſent out diyers Parties in purſvic 
of him and others that fled.the Field. When on the'7:h of Fuly, 
about five in the Morning, ſome of the Loxgd Zymly*'s Men feized.

The Tryals were deferred (for ſome time afcer the fatal Blow 
given to the Duke of Monmoxth on Tower. Hill, which was the 
15th of Faly following ) becauſe of my Lords being at Tunbridpe.z 
but the latter end of Aug, be with a ſpecial Commiſſion of Oyer 
and Terminer, alliſted with four orher Judges, ſet torward with a 
Party. of Horſe, ,and made by ſpecial Commiſſion their General.

From thence ver it forward for Selizhyry where were many * 
Prilogers that had been pick*d up and dowa the Countrey, then 
in the Goal, the which, wich thoſe chat were brought from Win* 
ton, were ordered to be: carried te Dorcheſter, there nat being 
Evidence enough to accompliſh what was tien deſigned by my 
Lord ; fo that little of momeat paſſed there, bur. to. purſye the 
Matter proceeds from thence to Dorceſter, where he wich bis Afi- 
ſtents, Gown-Men and Sword-Men, Arrived on the 34; of Sep- 
tember, on which day being Thurſday, the Commiſſion was Read, 
Friday Morning was an Excellent, Sermon Preached before their 
Lordſhips, by a worthy Divine, Chaplain to a worthy Perſon of 
that County, much tending to Mercy : It was obſerved, that 
white my Lord Chief-Juſtice was at Church in Prayers, as well 
as at Sermon, he was ſeento laugh» which was ſo unbecoming a 
Perſon in his CharaCter, that ought in ſo weighty an Aﬀair as he 
was thenentring upon, to have been more ſerions, and have cra- 
ved the Helpand Aſſiſtance of God Almighty. 

The Sermon being over:their Lordſhips repaired to the Conre, 
which by Order of the Lord Chiet- Juſtice was hung with Red 
Cloath, a Colour ſuitable to ſuch a ſucceeding bloody Tragedy, 
being accompanied by a Numerops Company of the Gentry of 
that County, as well as the Flower of the Neighbouring Counties 
of Somerſet and Devonſbire, and then proceededto givehis Cliarge; 
in which-Charge, by reaſon of; the Severity of his Sentiments, and 
Poſitions laid dpwato make Diſcoveries of all ſuch as were Abet- 
rors, Aidors or Aſliſters to the late Dyke of Monmouth, on Pain 
of High-Treaſon, which-was a great $urprize to all the Auditors, 
and ſo vehemently Urged, and-ſo paſſionately Expreſſed, as ſeem- 
ed rather the Language of a Remsſb Inquifitor, than a Proteſtant 
Judge ; and then Adjourned until eight of the Clock next Morn- 
ing, when was a Bill found againſt Thirty Perſons, charged for 
High-Treaſon, for Aiding and Aliſting the late Duke of Mon- 
month ; who put: t on their Fryals, notwithſtanding 


my. Lord's threatning, Thar in Caſe any did: put themſelves bn 
Tryal , and the Cauntry found them Guilty, they ſhould b&ve bis 
4 little. Time. to live; ang at rhe = time Infiauated , That 
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it were better to Plead Guilty, if they expeited any Fa. 
VoHr. : 

Theſe Thirty being on Tryal, the Evidences being Sworn and 
Examined before the FU RT: Upon the whole, by the violenc 
Deportment of the Lord Chief-Juſtice, and ſharpneſs of the 
F U RY, they fonnd Twenty-nine GUILTY, though ſome 
of them were very hardly dealrc'with, and not ſo Criminal as 
my Lord and their Countrey imagined. Particularly amongſt 
the Twenty-nine, were Mr. Matthew Brag of Thorncomb, and 
Foſeph Speed of Culliton, in the County of Devonſhire, and Mr. 
Smith, Conſtable of Chardſtock, in the ſaid County ; 'and George 
Seward, of Culliton aforeſaid 2 The Circumſtanges of each of thele, 
ang the ſeverity of their being found Guilty, &c. ſhall be ſhewed 
in its proper place, before we take leave of this Town, and pro- 
ceed on in this Weſtern Expedition. 

The ſaid Twenty-nine being found (as before) Guilty, my 
Lord immediately pronounced Sentence of Death on them all, 
as uſual in Caſes of High-Treaſon, and did the ſam# N ight give a 
Warrant to the Sheriff, for the Execution of thirteen of the 
twenty-nine on Monday following ; which accordingly was done, 
notwithſtanding great Application was made to the Lord Chif- 
Juſtice by Gentlemen of the beſt Quality, in this and the Neigh- 
bourijag Countries, for a Reprieve of Mr. Bragg, to all which he 
was Deaf, and not to be preyailed upon ; though he was aſſured 
of his Honeſty, and true Conformity to the Church of England, 
yer it ayailed nothing. Art laſt, it was only requeſted for ten 
days Reſpite, yet that had no better Effet ; but on Monday, he 
with twelve more of that number, were accordingly Executed at 
Dorcheſter. The Chriſtian like Deportment, and: other things, 
relating to the ſaid Mr. Bragg and others, ſhall be made out before 
we leave this Diſcourſe. 

In the mean time, this Proceeding was defigned to ſhorten By- 
fineſs, and to wheedle the reſt that were to follow, to a Confe(- 
fion, which wichourt it, the tenth part of them could not be pro- 
ved Guilty ; a Method was alfo taken without Prefident, to eg- 
trap many poor Ignorant People, by a couple of Officers that 
were ſent into the Goal, ro call over, and take the Names of twe 
Priſogers ; on Promile, if they confeſt, they might expe Mer- 
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cy, otherwiſe not 3 which many did. Andthis was Written ſo, 
that had they pleaded not Gnilty,- theſe two were defigned to 
have been Evidences againit them from their own Confeſſions, 
which ſo diſpoſed the remaining great Numbhers, that all, except 
a very few, Pleaded Guilty, which pat an end to any farvhcr 
Tryal. | 

The only thing remaining, was the pronouncing of Sentence ' 
on them, which were in Number 292. who received S-ntence of 
Death all at once. One Mr. Lawrence pur himfclt in Tryal, bur 
by the Jury found Guilty, whoſe Caſe was fo hard, his Circum- 
ſtances being ſo ſmall to be condemned to die ; and had aftually 
ſuffered, had not Application been'made to my Lords Fayourites, 
and with the payment and ſecuring of 4001. preſerved him from 
Execution 3 his Caſe being ſo remarkable, his Defence fo honeſt, 
that we cannot pals it by in Silence : the particulars of which, 
you ſhall have in its proper Place, with others that are moſt re- 
markable. 

This Matter being Adjuſted, and Execution Awarded toabout 
Eighty, which were Executed, and their Quarters ſent up and 
down the Countrey-to the dread of their Spectators, as well as 
the Anoyance of the Travellers ; his extraordinary Whippings, 
though unmerciful, are not to be taken notice of; ſo we leave 
this place, and proceed towards the City of Exon : In their- way 
thither, lying at an Honourable Gentlemans Houſe, divers of 
the Neighbouring Pariſhes made their Petitous to the Lord: Chief 
Fuſtice in behalf of ſome' Relations concerned ; it hapned that 
throvgh ſome Diforder amongft his Servants, ſome Piſtols were 
fired in the Night, which gave him a Suſpicion, or at leaſt he 
took it, . of ſome deſign upon him ; on which at parting, ſaid, 
Not a Man of all thoſe Parifhts that were of that Vicimitude, if found 
Guilty, ſhould eſcape, 'And ſo we proceed and arrive at Exon,
